Marechal, the Suicide. — The eminent French artist, Marechal, 
who recently committed suicide in Paris, was the author of the two 
great pictures of "Galileo in his Observatory," and "Columbus in 
Chains on Board his Ship," which are now owned by Mr. John F. 
Henry, of this city. The pictures are painted in pastel and have 
assumed additional interest owing to the tragie death of their author. 
At the time of their exhibition in Paris, they attracted great attention, 
and won for Marechal a medal of honor, also the decoration of 
"Officer of the Legion of Honor." They were afterward exhibited 
in London, and on their return to Paris were purchased by Prince Napo- 
leon, and remained in his possession until the downfall of the Napoleon 
dynasty, when they fell into the hands of Mr. Henry W. Derby, of 
New York, and were sold in his collection in December, 1872. 

"Columbus in Chains" illustrates the incident as described by 
Washington Irving in his life of the great discoverer. The pendant, 
"Galileo in his Observatory," shows the astronomer reclining by an 
open window, with note books scattered around him, and telescope 
in hand, gazing at the starry heavens.
